that none passed with eyes to see 
who do not gaze upon that marquee 
and remark its beauty. So it is not 
hard to understand why Mr. Buck- 
ley, Secretary of the American Cor- 
nice Works, is so justly proud of 
the job, when one remembers that 
for scores of years the copper there 
without attention, without paint, 
without upkeep, will go on and on 
serving and its statuary bronze fin- 
ish improving in looks as it ages. 
There is more to it than that. No 
job is any better than the metal 
which goes into it. But that neither 
adds nor subtracts from the fact 
that honest, thorough-going crafts- 
manship is essential to good copper 
jobs as well as to other sheet metal 
jobs. It is the combination of the 
two, high-class craftsmanship and 
copper, as once again they have been 
expressed in the Innes Building 
marquee, by the American Cornice 
Works, that produce the lasting 
monuments to the sheet metal art 
and industry. 
Over all the marquee is 330 feet 
in length and 24 inches in depth. 
Originally it was planned to use cast 
iron for the decorative feature. 
Sheet copper was substituted, fol- 
lowing out the original design for 
the cast iron pattern and at a sav- 
ing, stated by Mr. Buckley, Secre- 
tary of the American Cornice 


Works, as approximately $8,000. 

Just a little over a ton of copper 
was required for the job, including 
the copper stampings which were 
supplied by Miller & Doing of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Illustration No. 1 
shows a sectional view of the cop- 
per work which was composed of 
nine lineal members. Reference to 
this section will explain the method 
of assembling the members so that 
seepage of water into the supporting 
frame work is permanently pre- 
vented. 

After being formed of the cop- 
per the stamped strips were given 
an ornamental bronze finish before 
actual erection of the metal began. 
It therefore remained but a simple 
problem for the skilled artisans to 


fasten the various members into

Reference to Illustrations No. 2 
and No. 3 shows the graceful de- 
sign of the ornamentation and the 
harmony which has been achieved 
by the architect in designing the 
proportions of the marquee. Par- 
ticularly does Illustration No. 2 
show the substantial beauty which 
catches the-eye and impresses the 
passing pedestrian.

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Patterns for Dope Marking Pot 


Dope Marking Pot Patterns NOT DIFFICULT to 


Make With Care 


Such Receptacles Are Conveniently 
Used in Shipping Rooms and Such 


By O. W. Korue, Principal St. Louis Technical Institute 





N all industrial plants where ship- 

ping is done as well as marking 
of wood and metal work for other 
workmen a dope pot for marking 
purposes is made similar as we show 
in this drawing. The dope generally 
used is lamp black with turpentine 
and some linseed oil with possibly 
a little glue added, while at other 
times when used for metal, white 
lead is often used as well as red lead. 


Plumbers and steamfitters have also 
occasion to use a convenient recepta- 
cle as we show instead of the dis- 
carded cans they generally use. 

In our side elevation we show the 
general measurements for size what 
is considered standard practice and 
any shop can reproduce a marking 
pot of this kind for their customers. 
At detail “M” we show the sectional 
view for making the body and the 


rim as well as the hood cover. The 
body is nothing but a_ cylindrical 
pipe 234 inches high, with edges al- 
lowed extra and made equal in cir- 
cumference as 5 times 3.1416, or 
15.7 inches long. 

The bottom is merely a disc equal 
in diameter to the 5 inches and 
edges allowed for double seaming 
the bottom to the body. It is the 
cover or top that offers a little more 
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skill, but here also the principle of 
developing a cone is applied. The 
top line 1-2 is extended to Y and 
with this as radius and any point as 
Y’ as center, describe the circle as 
1-1’ and 2. The circumference of 
the circle can be measured to corre- 
spond with the circumference of the 
body, or it can be secured by de- 
scribing a quarter circle in the side 
elevation and dividing this quarter 
circle into equal parts and then step- 
ping off the circumference. Edges 
must be allowed for making the con- 
nection as at 1 detail “M.” 


The pattern for the rim is also 
laid out by the conical method where 
flare 1-3 is made at pleasure; it 
should be made relatively straight so 
the top binds on slipping into the 
pot. If it is too flaring the top will 
always rise and a friction will not 
hold it together. So make the flare 
1-3 what you feel is necessary and 
extend a line to the center as at Z 
in this point. Use this as radius 
and describe the are as at 1” and 
3’. Here also the circumference is 
measured off to correspond with the 
circumference of the body and the 
cover. Observe in the detail “M” 
the bending point of 1 of both the 
cover and the rim should be on a 
line with the body—so that all three 
items will have the same circumfer- 
ence along this line, since they must 
fit together 

Extend the side lines of the han- 
dle as 7-a to meet in the apex as at 
X. Next describe section “A” to 
correspond with diameter of 1-7 and 
divide this half section into equal 
spaces. From each of these points 
square lines back to base 1-7 and 
from here you can radiate them to 
apex X. Observe all tapering ob- 
jects begin to radiate from the base 
as 1-7. 

This is an oversight because the 
true meaning has never been rea- 
soned out; since the circle does not 
taper, it only represents the spaces 
on the line 1-7. Then where the 
radial lines cross the body of pot 
0-p square out lines to the side of 
handle as a-m. In this way all the 
foreshortened lines that radiate in 
the body of handle are transferred 
to the outside line and we have true 
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lengths. After this the girth can be 
picked from “A” and set off on the 
arc 1-1 and the pattern developed 
the usual way. Observe we describe 
the arcs from the line a-m which 
makes the miter line b in pattern. 
Another problem that offers trou- 
ble is making reinforcements as we 
show at m-n-p-o of side elevation. 
This can be laid out to the similar 
to the lip of liquid measure, it be- 
ing not absolutely correct, but it 
much quicker and sufficiently useful 
if possibly a little trimming is done 
in the top and the bottom, then us- 
ing strict geometry for its develop- 
ment. We draw the line o-m to a 
45-degree, extending it to center V 
and then draw n-p so it has the same 
angle about the axis as m-o. This 
can be done by placing the tee square 
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parallel to X-“A” and then using a 
45-degree triangle in different posi- 
tions and also place a square line 
m-n as shown. Now use V-m as 
radius and any point as B’ as center, 
describe the arc m-7. On this arc 
measure the girth for section “N,” 
which is through m-n. Then draw 
lines V'-p and V'-o. With dividers 
pick m-o and set as o-m in pattern, 
also pick n-p and set as 1-p in pat- 
tern. Draw line o-p and bisect this 
in point q, extending a line back to 
the center as at 1. With this new 
point | as a center and 1-p as radius 
describe the outside arc, which gives 
the pattern. Edges can be allowed 
and after shaping up some trim- 
ming will be necessary along the 
point p and o, in order to fit the 
contours of the body.

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Chicago Furnace Ordinance Goes Into Effect on 


Association Will Meet Jan. 23 to Assist 


HE Standard Furnace Ordi- 

nance that was recently passed 
by the Chicago City Council will 
become operative on January 24, 
1928, according to a statement by 
President L. M. Burt of the 
Greater Chicago Warm Air Heat- 
ing Association at a meeting of that 
organization in the Hotel Sherman, 
Chicago, January 17. Under this 
new law every warm air furnace 
installer, in the corporate limits of 
the city of Chicago wilk be com- 
pelled to register with the Building 
Commission, room 702, City Hall. 
In addition to this registration re- 
quirement, which carries with it the 
payment of a $50 annual fee, the 
installer must file with the City 
Building Commission a surety bond 
that installations will be made 
strictly in accordance with the 
Standard Furnace Code. 


President Burt further stated 
that it was his intention to offer the 
services of the association to the 
City Building Commissioner in the 
form of a school for the purpose of 
instructing the newly appointed 
inspectors in the application of the 
Standard Furnace Code. 

This statement by President Burt 
was followed by a suggestion from 
C. B. Rosenberg, Fairfax Heating 
Company, that an emergency meet- 
ing of the association be called for 
January 23 in the Hotel Sherman 
for the purpose of assisting the 
furnace installers in registering 
with the City Building Commission. 
This was deemed a good plan and 
accepted. 

The association will have men at 
the meeting with registration blanks 
for the convenience of installers 
and men who will help them to fill 
out the blanks. Representatives of 
the bonding companies will also be 
on hand to take care of that phase 
of the new law’s requirements.

DWARD L. RYERSON, 
Chairman of the Board of Di- 
Ryerson & 
Sons, Inc., Chicago, and widely 
known in steel circles, died at his 
home at 38 Banks Street following 
a stroke of apoplexy which over- 
took him Saturday, January 14. 
Mr. Ryerson was born in Chi- 
cago November 24, 1854. He went 
to Sheffield Scientific School at 
Yale, graduating in 1876. But 
while not neglecting library and lec- 
ture room, he improved his college

days in other ways as well as by 
the study of science and the learned 
arts. He made the acquaintance of 
a New Haven girl, Mary Pringle 
Mitchell, whom he _ subsequently 
married. Miss Mitchell was the 
daughter of Donald G. Mitchell, 
who under the pen name of “Ik 
Marvel” was renowned as the essay- 
ist who wrote “Reveries of a 
Bachelor” and “My Farm at Edge- 
wood.” 

In 1879 he was admitted to his 
father’s wholesale iron and_ steel 
firm as a full-fledged partner and 
the firm, established in 1842, was 
renamed “Joseph T. Ryerson & 
Son.” That year he and Miss 
Mitchell were married. 

Joseph T. Ryerson and Son was 
incorporated later. From 1888 to 
1911 Edward L. Ryerson was its 
president, thenceforward chairman 
of the board of directors. 

At the time of his death he was 
a director of the Illinois Merchants 
Trust Company. He had a daugh- 
ter, three sons and twelve grand- 
children. The daughter, Mary 
Mitchell Ryerson, became the wife 
of Donald M. Frost of Boston. The 
sons—Joseph Turner, Donald 
Mitchell and Edward Larned—fol- 
lowed their father to Yale and into 
the business. Joseph and Edward 
are on the vestry of St. James’ 
Episcopal Church, of which their 
father was a member. He main- 
tained a home at 38 Banks street 


and one at Lake Forest, Haven- 
wood. The sons and daughter and 
the wife, whom he brought as a 
bride from New Haven in 1879, 
were at his bedside when he died. 

His civic interests were manifold. 
He was at one time a trustee of the 
Chicago Commons Association, was 
trustee and for a number of years 
president of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
to which he gave $350,000 in con- 
nection with their campaign of a 
few years ago, and was interested in 
the Lake Forest Foundation for 
Architecture and Landscape Archi- 
tecture, which provides professional 
education to promising youths. He 
was a member of the Art Institute 
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and of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, was a _ governing 
member of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra, a director of the Chicago 
Historical Society and from 1914 
was president of the Newberry 
Library. He belonged also to the 
City Club and was for two years 
president of the Chicago Club. 

The Ryerson garden in Lake 
Forest was considered one of the 
most beautiful in the country. 

Other organizations to which he 
belonged were the University, 
Casino, Saddle and Cycle, Wayfar- 
ers’, Onwentsia, Shore Acres and 
Old Elm Clubs in Chicago, several 
in California and New York and 
the National Golf Links of Amer- 
ica. He cherished his Yale affilia- 
tions and with John Hays Ham- 
mond returned to New Haven last 
year for the semi-centennial re- 
union of the class of ’76. 


Death Claims William F. Judd President 
Premier Warm Air Heater Co. 


Was Active in Dowagiac, 
Michigan, Commercial Life 


ILLIAM F. JUDD, Presi- 
dent of the Premier Warm 
Air Heater Company, father of 
Richard Judd, General Manager of 
Premier, and _ father-in-law of 
Charles J. Biek, Vice President and

Sales Manager of Rudy Furnace 
Company, and prominent citizen of 
Dowagiac, Michigan, died Tuesday 
afternoon, January 17, 1928, after 
a short illness. For a number of 
year he had been troubled with 
duodenal ulcers. 

Mr. Judd was born in Dowagiac, 
Michigan, December 10, 1864. He 
was part and parcel of the industrial 
and commercial growth of that city. 
To the citizenry of his home city 
and surrounding territory he was 
known chiefly through his life time 
association with the Judd Lumber 
Company, of which his father was 
one of the founders. His education 
was achieved in the local schools 
with a business course in Kala- 
mazoo Business College. In 1886 
hee became his father’s business 
partner. In 1889 he married Miss 
Hattie Marsh, who died in 1900, 
leaving him a son, Richard, now 
General Manager of the Premier 
Warm Air Heater Company, and a 
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daughter, Mrs. Charles J. Biek. 

In 1907 he married Miss Etta E. 
Slattery, who survives him after 
years of happy and comfortable 
family life. The Judd family home 
at 409 Telegraph street was a local 
social center for years until the pur- 
chase of the handsome residential 
property at the corner of Main and 
Indiana Avenue, Dowagiac. 

In 1926 Mr. Judd incorporated 
his business because of growing 
outside interests, his superintend- 
ent, B. A. Michael, taking shares 
and assuming a larger responsibility 
in the direction, and it became the 
Judd Lumber Company, W. F. 
Judd, President. 

As his business progress went on 
and prosperity marked his course, 
Mr. Judd took on other responsibil- 
ities. He was a charter member of 
the Cooperative Building and Loan 
Association and continued as a 
director and was a member of the 
board at his death. Likewise he 
was an organizer, charter member 
of the board and still a director of 
the Dowagiac National Bank. 

He was one of the first directors 
of the Rudy Furnace Company. 
He was a charter director of the 
Wolverine Mutual Motor Insurance 
Company. He was a prime mover 
in the organization of the Premier 
Warm Air Heater Company, the 
furnace manufacturers, of which he 
was president at the time of his 
death. He was a director and vice 
president of Nelson-Pemberton, 
Inc., druggists. 

Besides the widow, son and 
daughter, of the immediate family, 
Mr. Judd is survived by two sis- 
ters, Mrs. George W. Green and 
Mrs. Arthur Jewell. 

Mr. Judd was prominent in Ma- 
sonic circles, attaining the thirty- 
second degree and being a member 
of the Niles Commandery and 
Saladin Shrine of Grand Rapids. 
He was also an Elk and a Maccabee.
